A H igbbinder Captured W ith tbe

A warrant was sworn oat in JuBtice 
Savage’s Court yesterday .charging Jam es 
Clearwater with abducting Lizzie Fryer, 
a fourteen-year-old girl, for the purpose 
of prostitution, and of tAking her to San 
Francisco. 
It appeara from the state­ 
ments made, that Lizzie is large for her 
age, and has, according to the neighbors, 
been b a t little restrained by her parents. 
8he is accredited with having made the 
acquaintance some time ago of a youth 
named Walter Richardson, with whom 
Bbe became quite intim ate. Richardson, 
however, went north, but has kept up 
communication with 
her ever since. 
During his absence she had attended 
parties 
with 
others, and 
Saturday 
evening last had an engagement to 
to go to a masquerade with Zens. She 
did not go, however, for by that time 
she was on her road for the north, hav­ 
ing fled, it is alleged, with Clearwater, 
who leaves a wife and five children be­ 
hind. It is staled, however, that Rich­ 
ardson came down from San Francisco 
to San Diego, from which place he 
wrote to a friend stating that he was go­ 
ing to take Lizzie away. 
It is said that 
he came to the ci+y and sent the girl 
money, and th at the two fled together 
with 
Clearwater. 
This 
took place 
on Saturday, and the girl’s mother 
found a note saving th at it would 
be useless to look for her, as she would 
not be found, and advisiDg th at there be 
no fretting aB she would do nothing to 
disgrace herself. 
Zens, who was to have 
taken tbe girl to the masqnerade, was 
arrested yesterday on suspicion of hav­ 
ing been an accessery to the crime of 
abduction but he was released after­ 
wards, it having been demonstrated that 
he had nothing to do with it. Zens is 
nearly blind, and an incarceration at this 
time might have had a very serious effect 
in the treatm ent of his disease. Tele­ 
grama have been sent north to arrest 
Clearwater, who appears to have de­ 
parted with only $40 in his pocket and to 
have left his wife and children without 
means for procuring food even.

The Thoroughbreds at Agri­ 
cultural Park. 


JOHNSTON, KING OF TEB T l’BF. 


A ll o f the A nim als in Snperb Condi­ 
tion—A Look Aronnd the 
Stables. 


Two or thfee years ago it flashed 
across the m inds of the Eastern trainers 
that Los Angeles would be a good place 
to winter their racing stock, inasmuch as 
with snch an equable climate and a total 
im munity from cold the thoroughbreds 
eould be kept at work every day, which 
w as infinitely preferable to cooping them 
up in the artificial heat of Eastern 
stables. The idea was further encour­ 
aged by the fact th at the Sixth District 
Association of California had got the 
race-track and training grounds at the 
Agricultural Park, Loe Angeles, in superb 
condition. 
So overtures were at once 
commenced tending to a realization of 
the project, and resulted in a deal being 
m ade, so the secretary of the park set to 
work and put up additional stabling, in 
order that all the visitors could be accom­ 
modated. 
W hen the present winter sea­ 
son opened, the Southern Pacific found 
itself billed as the carriers of a number 
of Eastern horses, and when the cold 
weather in the East thoroughly set in 
the thoroughbreds began to troop into 
Los Angeles, among the notables being 
the well-known strings of Budd Doble, 
th e Chicago horseman and turfite. 
U n­ 
derstanding that a good many equine 
celebrities were, therefore, passing the 
winter here, a H e r a l d man yesterday 
afternoon dropped down to the park and, 
on passing through the newly-white­ 
washed gates, made for the 
stables 
which occupy the southwestern corner of 
the grounds. As he came near thpm in­ 
dications 
of

surround­ 
ings 
developed 
themselves 
on 
all 
hands, 
for 
in 
the 
open 
space 
in 
front 
of 
the Btalls a number 
of jockeys and stablemen were amusing 
themselves bv a game of quoits with 
horseshoes, while from the opened boxes 
sleek-coated racers were apparently tak­ 
ing a deep interest in the proceeding, and 
one of them descrying the scribe neighed 
a shrill welcome as he drew near. The 
advent of a stranger evidently did not 
favorably impress the horsemen, for they 
looked askance as he saluted them , but 
on explaining that, in the interest of the 
readers of the H e r a l d , he simply desired 
to be shown around the stables, their 
frowns became smiles, and Mr. Will 
Durfee, son of the celebrated turfite, C. 
A. Durfee, at once proffered his services 
as guide. 
THE DURFEE HTRINU. 
As Mr. Durfee’s stables were the near­ 
est of access they were inspected first, 
and the first set of doors that was thrown 
open revealed the pride of the coarse, 
Ooseiper, the Kentucky 4-year old dark 
bay stallion. This animal has such a 
world-wide record that reference to his 
qualities are almost needless, the fact of 
his having, as a 3-vear-old, trotted a mile 
in 2:21)*, 
thus giving him for 
his 
class the best time ever made west of the 
Rockies, being in itrelf sufficient com­ 
mendation. “ And he went half the dis­ 
tance at a 2 :17)4 gait," said his admiring 
trainer, who stood by and who added as 
Hossiper tossed his head as if he knew 
what was being said, “ We expect to beat 
the 4-year old stud record of 2 :18% with 
him this year.” Mr. Durfee was offered 
$10,000 for the horse last fall,but refused 
it, being confident that even at those 
figures to keep the animal will be a good 
stroke of business. 
Gossiper is not 
entered for any of the of the big races 
of the year (though it is not too late, as 
the entries are not yet closed), but he 
will undoubtedly appear a num ber of 
times, barring accident, and will prob­ 
ably be turned out at the forthcoming 
spring meetiug. 
He is one of the most 
magnificently put up anim als that ever 
was hitched to a sulky, and but for the fact 
th a t his ears have been damaged could 
pose as a perfect model of the equine 
race. 
In the next stall stood Raymon, a half­ 
brother to Gossiper, and v, ho took in the 
circuit last season, and made for himself 
a record of 2 
He is a fine young 
animal, and so far has won everything 
th at he has started for, having what his 
proud stableman calls a “ John L. Sulli­ 
van record.” 
Next comes Wicklow, a 5-year-old Del 
Sur filly, who has never made a public 
appearance on the track. She is a very 
promising animal, and will make her 
debut this season on the circuit. 
THE WOOD STABLES. 
The stables occupied by the animals 
trained by B. F. Wood were next in 
line, and, with her head out of the first 
box stood a handsome 3-year-old gray 
filly, by Judge Salisbury, the property of 
Joe Aguirre. 
A few feet further on could be seen the 
handsome 
head 
of 
Sheriff 
Martin 
Aguirre’s 3-year-old black horse Regalo, 
by Saltan, a 3-year-old trotter of great 
promise. 
The 5-year-old bay filly Echo, the prop­ 
erty of Joe Aguirre, stood next, and,with 
a record of 2:35, she commands atten­ 
tion as a promising scion of the trotting 
class. 
Charley Fisher’s bay 5-year-old trotter, 
which competed in the recent races for 
the benefit of the O rphans’ Home, was 
the next in line, and then came a 3-year- 
old sorrel gelding, by Judge Salisbury, 
with a record of 2 :37}4 • 
Mr. M ulholland’s Shandon, a coming 
3-year-old Stamboul colt of a mare by 
Richmond next claimed attention, and 
•a he is only just being broken, was re­ 
markably frisky and evinced a strong 
desire to bite his visitors, which, it is 
needless to say, was promptly if not 
efficiently checked. 
* 
The Del Sar colt Cleo, with a record 
of 2 :38, and a very promising 4-year-old 
Del 8ur filly, wound up a string, and 
then a turn was made at right angles for 
the quarters where the Eastern horses 
are located, all those heretofore named 
bring California stock; that is, they are 
the property of horsemen residing in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
BUDD DOBLe ’s STABLES. 
The very name of Budd Doble carried 
assurance that there were some fine ani­ 
mals to be seen, for his stable was the 
most successful on the turf last year, 
carrying off purses and plates galore. 
Knight, who was described as a full 
brother to Jack, was the first ani­ 
mal 
inspected, 
the 
next 
being 
the 
celebrated 
Jack 
himself, who 
proved to be the celebrated 
trotter 
owned by George Middleton, of Chicago. 
Jack, who has a record of 2 :19^, won 
out $15,000 last season, and thus headed 
the list. H e is a fine animal, iron-gray 
in color, but could not be induced to 
abandon his pursuit of munching hay in 
order to greet his visitor in spite of 
n u m ero u s inducements. 
In the next stall stood Oawood, a 


well-known white trotter, and with a re­ 
m ark of “ H ere’s an animal worth see­ 
ing,” Trainer Starr threw back a padded 
door and a beautiful bay gelding, who 
was standing in the corner of his well- 
littered stall, came walking over to the 
door to see what the intrusion m eant, 
and by looking at a gold-lettered banner 
of nomenclature on the wall the scribe 
saw that he was in the presence of 
“ JOHNSTON, KINO OF THE TURF.” 
Everyone who knows anything at all 
of race-horeee has heard of Johnston, the 
S 
acer, wbo, four years ago, on the West 
ide track at Chicago, was driven by 
Johnny Splan a mile in the astonishing 
time of 2 :6'4 , this being the fastest time 
in the world’s history that a horse iu 
single harness has covered th e distance. 
It was a couple of years before this, 
when Johnston had a record of 2:10, 
that the late Commodore Kitson pur­ 
chased him for $20,000, but strange 
to 
say, 
when 
sold 
last 
year 
to 
Doble, 
the noble 
animal only 
brought 
$3,900. 
There 
are 
two 
reasons for thiB, one being that Johnston 
is a gelding, and the other that he is 
barred out of all races, for no horsemen 
will let their anim als compete with him, 
because he is sure to win. Although he 
is 12 years old, his speed does not dim in­ 
ish one iota. In fact, it is believed that 
he will crack his own record, for in an 
exhibition race last year at Fleetwood 
Park, New York, he went the first half­ 
mile in one m inute and half a eec- 
ond. 
Then again he went one-fourth of 
a mile in 28 seconds at the Washington 
Park,Chicago, and went the same distance 
iu 20 seconds in double harness. 
When 
taking a casual glance at Johnston no 
one would imagine that he is the world- 
beater he has proved to be, for in his 
stall he moves around listlessly and will 
rub his nose sleepily against any visitor’s 
coat, for he loves to be petted. But 
when in the sulky and started out for a 
spin around the track he is literally 
transform ed, for with ears pricked and 
tail outstretched, he presents a very 
ehowy appearance as, with enormous 
strides, he goes pacing along at record 
speed with apparently little effort. 
He 
is in great dem and for exhibition pur­ 
poses and Angelefios wifi have a good 
opportunity to see him at his best, for he 
will compete in the free-for-all pacing 
race to be held here in the spring. 
Adannan, by Dauntless, who occupied 
th e next stall, was a worthy supporter 
of the celebrity, for though only 14,b. 
hands high, Adannan has a pacing record 
of 2 :17M, which is the best in the world 
for a horse of his size. 
He is 8 years 
and a very attractive-looking animal. 
OTHER STABLES. 
The list of celebrities was by this time 
pretty well exhausted, but there were 
still the training stables of 
H. L. 
Samuels to be seen, and here were found 
located McGinnis, who ran a mile last 
last year on the Agricultural Park course 
in 1 :42)*f Welcome and other well- 
known local horses. 


m ’c a r t h t ’s s t a b l e . 
The horses in training by M cCarthy, of 
Terre H aute, Ind., were quartered by 
themselves in the north end of the 
stables, and in the first stall th e scribe 
encountered the Dal Sur colt Joa, who, 
though not quite 4-year-old, has already 
made his mile in 2:17)4 in a private 
trial. 
Genera S., one of the biggest winners 
on the Eastern course? la«t year, for she 
carried away altogether $10,000, stood in 
the next stall, and proved to be a hand­ 
some chestnut mare. 
She is a very 
showy trotter, and has a record of 2 :19)fc. 
Mr’. Mason’s Pond Lily was the inmate 
of the next box, and by this time the 
rounds were exhausted, with the excep­ 
tion of a trip to see Four Aces, who is in 
the hands of J. D. Dunn, and who is 
looking rem arkably well. In fact, every­ 
one of the animals looked in superb con­ 
dition, and the H 
e r a l d m an put the 
question to the Chicago horsemen who 
were around Doble’s stable, of “ W hatdo 
you think of this place for winter quar­ 
ters for stock ?” They were all unani­ 
mous 
in their 
replies 
that 
it was 
the best locality in the world, and 
said that the horses had never done 
better than they have since they have 
been in Los Angeles. 
The racers are all 
kept in partial training; that is, they 
are taken out each day for half an hour 
or an hour and jogged around the track, 
and twice a week they are speeded.

fore the scribe left the stables be learned 
that Durfee’s Del Sur has gone E ast with 
the colts that left last week, and will be 
put up for sale at public auction in New 
York on March 7th.

H o w I t K e e p s C a p i t a l F r o m th e

saying 
that

loaned 
$50.000 of 7 per cent. Eastern money in 
a week. 
He added: It is a sham e to 
take this money out of beautiful and 
pDgressive Los Angeles, where I could 
have placed this much many tim es over, 
but my people will not lend money while 
that odious mortgage tax law is in opera­ 
tion. This story is sufficient reason for 
the repeal of this unjust and odious law. 


THE OUTFALL SEWER. 


C ity E n g i n e e r D o c k w e l l e r ’s R e p o r t 
n a n R e a d y . 
City Surveyor 
Dockweiler had his 
report ready on the surveys of the pro­ 
posed routes of the sewer to the sea, to 
present to the Council yesterday, but it 
was not reached and will not be heard 
until next Monday. 
He states that Mr. 
Eaton’s survey over the route across the 
Centinela ranch and em ptying in the 
ocean six miles north of Redondo Beach 
is 11,f ¿ miles long and will cost $466,154. 
Mr. Lambie’s survey, em ptying into the 
sea two railes southeast of the Arcadia 
Hotel at Santa Monica is 11 7*10 miles 
long1, and would cost $326,000, and the 
survey via the Nadeau vineyard to a 
point 1 7-10 miles from Long Beach is 
20% miles long, with a fall of 178 feet, 
and would cost $755,568. These esti­ 
mates do not include the cost of con­ 
structing reservoirs for holding the sew­ 
age which m ust bs given to the ocean at 
certain stages of the tide. 
Of all the 
routes surveyed he thinks th a t proposed 
by Mr. Eaton the best, on account of its 
shorter length and because of the great 
territory which can be irrigated from it.

Mayor Bryson returned w ithout his 
signature the ordinance changing the 
nam es of several streets. 
On motion of Mr. Cohn, the vote adopt­ 
ing the ordinance was reconsidered and 
the ordinance was re-referred to the 
Street-Naming Committee. It was also 
decided th at the Clerk advertise that 
property-owners will be heard in the 
matter. 
The canvassing of the election returns 
was set for 1 :31 o'clock. 
The City 
Assessor asked that the appointm ent of 
th e following field deputies be confirm ed: 
Brainerd Smith, J. P. Falconer, F. J.

The Zanjero called attention to a zanja 
on First street, the grade of which must 
be changed. Referred to the City E n­ 
gineer. 
The Zanjero reported that he had ap­ 
pointed B. F . Bantrine and E. H . Dalton 
as deputies. Appointments confirmed. 
Mr. Earl called attention to the fact 
th at two weeks ago the Street Superin­ 
tendent had been instructed to build a 
foot-path at Downey avenue, and it bad 
not been done. 
The Street Superin­ 
tendent said he had not received the in­ 
structions.

but all experience is to the effect that 
these people seldom have th e second 
shirt to their backs. Still the too-easy- 
going official is somewhat prone to omit 
scanning the securities in court with an

criminals 
skip, and with them the bondsmen 
vanish, and there is nothing discoverable 
of all the alleged property provided to be 
forfeit to the public uses should the 
defendant fail to appear. 
District Attorney Kelly has beeome a 
little weary of this sort of business; snd 
yesterday in Justice Savage’s Court he 
made quite a little oration, impressing on 
the m ind of the genus bondsman that 
hereafter he must produce his title deeds 
in open court and show that he is re­ 
sponsible for the am ount in which he is 
to become bond. The professional bonds­ 
man, while this rule rem ains in force, 
will find, in the language of “ Othello,” 
that bis occupation is gone.

Many citizens were simply 
going it blind, for tbey had no notes to 
guide the poor struggling deputy in his 
efforts to find the receipts.

W hen the office closed last night, con­ 
fusion reigned so supreme that it was 
not possible to get any information as to 
how much tax is still delinquent, or how 
many item s the Sheriff is to auction off.

There is 
no better soil on the continent than that 
of these valleys, and with an abundant 
supply of water they will produce almost 
anything raised on the footstool. The 
conception and building of the Coronado 
Hotel was also, considering all the 
circumstances, a gigantic achievement. 
The wealthy citizens of Los Angeles 
have no reason to congratulate them 
selves on the fact that they have not, 
within the domain of this imperial 
county, a hotel to be named in the same 
day with the Coronado. 
We have 
allowed the Tenth-street Hotel to lan­ 
guish, although there is an imperative 
need for such a hostelry here, and it 
would undoubtedly be well patronized. 
The fact that we have no such conven­ 
ience here of itself curtails travel to Los 
Angeles. Meanwhile, it gives us great 
pleasure to extend our congratulations to 
our sister city, and to give expression to 
our belief that the enterprise and sagac­ 
ity of her citizens will reap their reward 
in the near future. A million dollars 
was expended in this grand flume enter­ 
prise, and probably an equal Burn in the 
erection of the Coronado Hotel. A peo 
pie with such a spirit cannot halt long in 
what will be a career of progress and 
prosperity, interrupted temporarily, per­ 
haps, but still assured.

AMUSEMENTS. 


C o u n ty A s s e s s o r M a so n ’s conscience 
promises to attain great celebrity. It is 
a very inconvenient thing to the tax* 
payer, who would willingly see that 
tender and most sensitive of organs at 
the bottom of the deep bine sea. 
The 
old salt in one of Marryatt’s novels was 
fond of singing a ditty with the refrain, 
“ Port Admiral you be blowed.” Some 
each feeling objurgation rises to the lips 
of Angelenos when they see their coin 
flowing in a steady stream to Sacramento. 
It is high time that Second street, 
between SpriDg and Fort, should be 
paved. As it is now it is in a frightful 
condition. It is in the center of a heavy 
business and travel. In front of the 
Police station the Btench arising from 
the pools of standing filth is almost in­ 
tolerable, and the noisome exhalations 
threaten the health of the city. This is 
the more to he deprecated because the 
nuisance is brought daily to the attention 
of the guests of the Hollenbeck, who 
thence derive through their noses a very 
indifferent impression of the sanitation 
and cleanliness of Los Angeles. 


F u lly ninety-hundredths of an inch 
was recorded on Mr. Ducommnn’s rain 
gauge up to yesterday morning, and the 
rainfall was much larger in the farming 
districts than in the city. This puts the 
crops beyond a perad vent lire, and as­ 
sures Los Angeles one of the best sea­ 
sons in her history. The indications are 
all for more rain, although a few showers 
in March will be ample for all agricul­ 
tural purposes. It is pleasant to note 
that the rains have been general through­ 
out the State, embracing the San Joaquin 
valley, which suffered heavily for lack 
of moisture last year. The year before 
that, Tulare county was the champion 
wheat county of the State. Singularly 
enough this year the Sacramento valley 
has suffered more for lack of rain than 
the Southern counties. 


The McCreary report to the House, re­ 
affirming the Monroe doctrine and re­ 
commending the adoption of tho Ed­ 
munds resolution with regard to the 
Panama canal, shows that there is a re­ 
vival of a genuine American spirit in 
both parties. There is no Jingoism in 
this attitude. The United States cannot 
afford to blaster, bat it can take a digni­ 
fied position and support it with a moral 
weight that probably attaches to the ut­ 
terances of no other nation on the globe. 
A mere protest, precisely of the charac­ 
ter of the Edmunds resolution, and 
written by the luminous pen of William 
H. Seward, was potent enough to term 
inate the French occupation of Mexico 
and reetore that country to its liberties. 
There is little doubt but that the well 
understood animus of this country is all 
that has prevented the French Govern­ 
ment from taking the place of De Lee- 
sepe and completing the Panama canal 
There is a very extended sentiment in 
this country which would applaud 
Congress were it to vitalize the 
American movement to build 
canal through Nicaragua. The people 
of California, especially, would be 
almost a unit in sustaining such 
a project. It would he of incalculable 
benefit to this Coast and to the country 
at large. The Panama canal was an ill- 
advised measure from the start, it was 
conducted in violation of all business 
principles, and was the outgrowth of the 
decadence of De Lesseps’s genius. It is 
indeed hard to separate it from the un­ 
principled schemes of George Law, 
Pereire and Sir Morton Peto. There 
must be some inherent nobility in De 
Leeeepe’s character that prevents the de­ 
frauded stockholders from proceeding 
against him as a common swindler. He 
baa been the cause of the ruin of tene of 
thousands of investors, ranging from such 
high and titled personages as ex-Queen 
Isabella of Spain to the peasants of 
France. The canal would cost such a 
coloeeal sum to complete it, that the 
hopes of dividends would be utterly out 
of the question. It is difficult to shield 
Do Leseeps from the violent presumption 
that, in bis original and later estimates he 
approved himself to be the champion 
liar of the age. 


The dickey birds say that it is a dis­ 
aster rather than a blessing for a party to 
find itself in possession of every depart­ 
ment of the city government. Unchecked 
power is not always a desirable thing. 
The temptation to run to excesses is al­ 
most irresistible. This danger besets 
the Republican party on all hands just 
now. It will have entire possession of 
the Executive and of both houses of 
Congress after the 4th of March. It lias 
always retained the control of the Su­ 
preme Court during and since the war, 
although the Judges have been steadily 
going in the direction of the Democratic 
idea on constitutional questions. Chief 
Justice Waite ended his judicial career 
almost as good a Democrat as Judge 
Field on issues on which he would have 
taken a strong Republican position ten 
years before his death. Our Republican 
fellow citizens also have the State gov­ 
ernment. They would be almost ex­ 
cusable in believing that they have 
an indefinite lease of power were it 
not for the lessons of the past. Presi­ 
dent Grant beat Greeley so badly that, 
to ordinary judgment, the Democratic 
party would seem to have had no rea­ 
sonable excuse for existence. Yet, two 
years later, a House of Representatives 
three-fourths Republican was converted 
into a body two-thirds Democratic, and 
even the United States Senate was 
wrested from Republican hands. Four 
years later Mr. Tilden carried New York, 
Indiana, Connecticut and New Jersey. 
Just now Democrats in Southern Cali­ 
fornia are obliged to fall back upon 
memory for coqso! ttion. But it is pleas 
ant to know that the records of the past 
contain much to inspire hope and to in­ 
spirit to renewed effort. In 1872 Grant 
carried Pennsylvania by a majority of 
one hundred and thirty-Beven thousand. 
In 1874 Allegheny county, in that State, 
which single county had given Grant 
fifteen thousand majority, elected two 
Democrats to the House of Represent­ 
atives. 


T h e G ra n d . 
A very large and fashionable audience 
thronged the Grand last night for tho 
opening performance of the Modjesku 
season, the desire to see this consum­ 
mate actress in Mary Stuart having 
drawn it thither. The play itself is one 
long, sustained piece of declamation, 
and declamation of a very high grade, 
interfused with a pathos which, in deli­ 
cate and skillful hands, affords an ex­ 
quisite artistic gratification. Madame 
Modjeska is an ideal “ Mary Stuart,” 
somewhat opposed to the historical tra­ 
ditions of the character, hut singularly 
faithful to Schiller’s conception of it. 
Her beauty is of a spirituelle and most 
interesting type, strikingly calculated to 
enforce the poet-dramatist’s weird, subtle 
and melancholy-cadenced interpretation 
of the tragic episode of the Scottish 
Queen’s career. Her dressing is a reve­ 
lation in the art of costuming, and her 
carriage and gestures are inimitably 
graceful. In the even passeges of the 
play her voice is measured and un­ 
strained, and until the sensational pas- 
pnges are reached she suggests noth­ 
ing of the kindling energy, pas­ 
sion and magnetism which enable her 
to take entire possession of the hearts 
and emotions of her auditors. The 
poetry of motion has never been more 
perfectly illustrated on the stage than 
by Madame Modjeska. 
Indeed, her 
whole rendition of “Mary Stuart” 
poetical in the extreme. She bursts into 
the forest of Fotheringay from prison 
bars with the glad sprighlliness of a bird 
released from its cage. Her interview 
with Elizabeth is a histrionic triumph. 
Roused to the assertion of her dignity as 
woman and Queen, by tho taunts of good 
Que6n Bess, her voice has the resonance 
and clarity of a trumpet, her eye the fire 
of an outraged Goddess, and her gestures 
the nobility and freedom of a b rn actress 
of the superlative class. She fairly elec­ 
trified her audience, and the curtain rang 
down amidst a perfect whirwind of ap 
plause, followed by the presentation of a 
magnificent floral tribute. Certainly tho 
fair land of Poland never produced a be 
ing better calculated to inspire enthusi­ 
asm than Madame Modjeska.

slight foreign accent is at no time ob 
trusive, and tended rather to heighten 
than detract from her finished elocution,

jeBka, but it is itself of a very superior 
cast. A goodly number of accomplished 
artists are comprised in the roster. Mrp. 
F. M. Bates enacted the ungracious r«Me 
of “Elizabeth” with spirit and intelli­ 
gence, sharing at times quite liberally in 
the applause awarded to the star. The 
“Lord Burleigh” of Mr. George Osborne 
was a conscientious * nd meritorious piece 
of acting. Mr. E. H. Vanderfelt as the 
“Earl of Leicester,” was thoroughly 
equal to the occasion, and gave the ideal 
courtier, fickle aud designing, in a real­ 
istic and capital style. M ísb J. Tuholsky 
acquitted herself of the lugubrious part 
of nurse to perfection, and there was a 
quite general regret that Miss Charlotte 
Tittel had so little to do. she did that 
little so charmingly.

Filibustering: in the House to Force 
it to Take Up the Election 
Outrages. 


We h a v e couversed with a great many 
persons, whose judgment on such a topic 
is worthy of consideration, on the propo­ 
sition as to whether or no the city and 
county of Los Angeles have reached the 
bedrock and are on the up grade. The 
answer has been, with scarcely an ex­ 
ception, that matters are decisively im­ 
proving. People who came here and 
invested in outside lands fifteen months 
ago will have to wait some time to see 
their purchases in some of the outside 
lands regain the old boom figures. People 
who come here now, however, find snap 
bargains lying around them on every 
hand. We will give them the benefit of 
the experience of a residence of seven­ 
teen years in Southern California. When 
the rebound comes it will come so 
quickly as to take the breath away from 
intending investors. Property five miles 
from the business center of Los Angeles 
is not selling for one-tenth as much as 
property similarly situated brings in 
Kansas City. And yet Los Angeles is to 
be the great metropolis of the semi 
tropic region of the United States, and 
would develop into a commercial em­ 
porium without such climatic advantages 
from sheer force of geographical situation 
and railway and water-way advantages. 
A great deal of outside capital is already 
beginning to find its way here—capital 
and capitalists—and more of both are on 
the way. We have had the retrocession 
modeled on that of the sea, and we shall 
now face the turn of the tide, which will 
be running at a tremendous flood by Oc­ 
tober next.

I 
W a sh in g to n, February 25.—In the 
Senate, the House amendment reducing 
the pension of Mrs. General Sheridan to 
¡2,500 per year, was agreed to. 
A resolution was agreed to authorizing 
tho select committee on irrigation to 
take testimony at any place in the United 
States. 
Farrell offered a resolution calling on 
he Secretary of the Interior for informa­ 
tion touching tho bribery of the Cherokee 
Council “by the use of whisky aud 
money” by cattlemen. The words “ by 
the lúe of whisky and money” were 
stricken out, and the resolution passed. 
The Army Appropriation bill was then 
taken up. Consideration of the hill was 
not concluded when, at 3 o’clock,Cockrell 
offered a resolution that the Senate re 
ceives with profound sorrow the an­ 
nouncement of the death of the late Con­ 
gressman Burnes. Regular business was 
suspended, and Cockrell, Ingalls, Voor- 
hees, Hale, Hampton, Coke aud Vest 
delivered brief eulogies, after which the 
resolutions were adopted and the Senate 
adjourned. 
iDgalls, in his remarks, after speaking 
in eulogy of Mr. Burnes, said that as he 
had looked upon that countenance for 
the last time, he reflectod upon the im­ 
penetrable and insoluble mystery of 
death ; but if death be the end—if no 
morning is to dawn npon the night in 
which he sleeps—then sorrow has no 
consolation, and this impressive and 
solemn ceremony which we observe to­ 
day has no more significance than the 
painted pageant of the stage. If the ex­ 
istence of Burnes was but a troubled 
dream and liis death oblivion, what 
avails it that the Senate should pause to 
recount his virtues? Neither veneration 
nor reverence is due the dead if they are 
but dust. 
No cenotaph should be 
reared to preserve for posterity 
the memory of their achievements if 
those who come after them are to be 
only their successors in annihilation and 
extinction. If in this world only we 
have hope and consciousness of duty: if 
we hold to the degrading precept which 
inakeB the epiiapth the end ; if the life of 
Burnes was as taper that is burned out; 
then we treasure his memory and his 
example in vain, and the latest pra\er 
of hia departing spirit has no more 
sanctity to us who, booq or late, must 
follow him, than the whisper of the 
winds that stir the leaves of the protest­ 
ing forest or the murmur of the waves 
that break upon the complaining Bhore. 
t h e h o u s e. 
W a s h in g t o n, February 25.—The last 
week of the Fiftieth Congress was ush­ 
ered in by filibustering in the House by 
Bland, of Missouri, who raised the point 
of no quorum upon the approval oi the 
Journal. After a time he withdrew this, 
but moved a recess of thirty minutes, 
and blocked business till 11 o’clock, 
when he withdrew that motion also. 
Peel, of Arkansas, submitted the con­ 
ference report on the proposed railroad 
through the Indian Territory. 
CriBp, of Georgia, in the interest of 
the California contested election case, 
raised the question of consideration. 
Toe House, on vote by tellers, de­ 
cided, 127 to 43, to consider the confer­ 
ence report. 
G Neal, of Pennsylvania, demanded 
yeas and nays. Not being able to mus­ 
ter sufficient strength to support the de­ 
mand he resorted to filibustering, and 
moved adjournment. Bland interjected 
a motion that,when the House adjourn,it 
be to meet Wednesday. After some 
time the motions were withdrawn and 
the conference report was agreed to. 
The Senate amendments were non-con- 
curred in to the Agricultural Appropria­ 
tion bill. Crisp then callod up the con­ 
tested election case. 
Sayers, of Texas, in the interest of the 
Deficiency Appropriation bill, raised the 
question of consideration. Yeas and nays 
being ordered, the mass of Republicans 
refrained from voting to break the quorum 
but subsequently, when it was manifest 
this object had not been accomplished,the 
Republicans recorded their votes €n the 
negative. The House decided, yeas 115, 
nays 102, to consider the election case, 
but McKenna, of California, who voted 
in the affirmative for the purpose, moved 
a reconsideration. Crisp moved to table 
that motion. This time the edict of 
“Don’t vote” went forth, and the Repub­ 
licans withheld their votes. 
The vote resulted, yeas 129, nays none; 
no quorum, and a call of the House was 
ordered. The 251 members who re­ 
sponded to their names faded away when 
the vote recurred on Crisp’s motion to 
table McKenna’s motion to reconsider, 
the result standing, yeas 124, nays none. 
Another call of the House was ordered. 
Again a call of the House was 
ordered. The hours passed and there 
was nc ohange in the situation. 
Time and again Sayers called attention 
to the fact that it was impossible for the 
House to proceed to-day with the elec­ 
tion case and appealed to the House to 
allow the Deficiency bill to be taken up. 
The Republicans expressed their assent 
to this proposition, but the demand for 
“the regular order” from Crisp was of­ 
fered in each case as an objection. On 
one occasion Crisp expressed his deter­ 
mination to keep the House in continu­ 
ous session until the election case was 
taken up if he could receive the support 
of his side of the House. Finally the 
House, wearied at its own inactivity, 
adjourned. 
T h e A la s k a n F ish e rie s. 
W a s h in g to n , February 25.—The bill 
introduced by Senator Stockbridge to­ 
day provides that within one year prior 
to the expiration of the lease of the fur 
seal fisheries to the Alaska Commercial 
Company, the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall lease, to proper and responsible 
parties, the right of taking fur-eeals for a 
term of twenty years, at an annual rental 
of not less than $50,000 and an additional 
sum of not less than $350 for each far 
seal taken and shipped from the seal 
islands. The bill also makes it unlawful 
for any person to erect dams or other ob­ 
structions in the rivets of Alaska that 
will prevent salmon and other fish from 
spawning. 


L lih lb t u t M E stab lish ed . 
W ashington, February 25.—In the 
Senate, the bill appropriating $80.000 for 
a lighthouse at Hecate Head, Oregon, 
passed; also for the establishment of a 
tight and fog signals at Humboldt, Cali­ 
fornia, on a more secure site, both with 
amendments; also the House bill for a 
life-saving station at Ccqneville river, 
Oregon. 


Discussed In a C au c a s of the R e­ 
p u b lican sen ato r*. 
W a s h in g t o n, February 25.— A caucus 
of Republican Senators was held this 
morning for the purpose of deciding 
upon the order of business in the Senate 
during the remainder of the session, 
particularly what course should be 
adopted regarding the Kvarts election 
resolution. It was practically decided, 
in view of the evident purpose of the 
Democrats to delay final action upon the 
election resolution until adjournment of 
Congress, to lay that matter aside tem­ 
porarily from time to time and allow 
other measures to be taken up. The 
caucus authorized Kvarts to appoint a 
committee to arrange a programme, after 
consultation with tlie Democratic Sen­ 
ators. Meanwhile, the Evarts’ resolu­ 
tion is unfinished busines», and will 
serve to prevent consideration of other 
measures. 


C o n su lar R eports. 
W a s h in g to n , February 25.—The Sta e 
and Navy Departments received the mail 
from Samoa to-day, brought by the 
steamship Mariposa, which arrived in 
San Francisco about ten days ago.

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION. 
Gills in a Squib Factory 
Cremated. 


THE NAMES ON THE DEATH ROLL, 


Two Boys Reported to Have Shared 
the Same Fate—Some H eart­ 
rending Scenes.

C h ic a g o , February 24.—Mrs. Lizzie 
McCauley, who shot and killed her hus­ 
band on December 24, 1887, and who 
was found dead in bed this morning with 
her two children, aged 3 and 1, having 
smothered the children and then sui­ 
cided by 
inhaling gas 
from 
rubber tube connected with a jet, 
had not been exactly in her right mind 
since the killing of her husband, but 
never pave intimation of any intention 
t> commit suicide. The cause of 
her killing her husband was his intimacy 
with her sister-in-law, Mrs. James 
Mat-kin. For some time prior to the 
crime McCauley’s neglect and frequent 
absence from homo had given his wife a 
great deal of worriment, and she finally 
employed a detective, who located Mc­ 
Cauley and Mrs. Maokin living as mun 
and wife in another part of the city. 
Mackin,the betrayed husband, took steps 
to have the guilty pair arrested for adult­ 
ery, whilo Mrs. VlcCauley filed suit againnt 
her husband for divorce. On the after­ 
noon of December 24, 1887, a reporter 
called at McCauley’s residence to inter­ 
view him regarding the matter. While 
he was conversing with McCauley in tho 
parlor, Mrs. McCauley entered the room 
with a revolver in her hand, and, with­ 
out saying a word, shot down her faith­ 
less husband, who died instantly. After 
the killing, for s>me lime, Mrs. 
McCauley was a raving maniac. 
The Coroner’s jury discharged her 
from custody, declaring her insane at 
the time of tlie shooting. Another at­ 
tempt by McCauley’s mother to induce 
the grand jury to take up tho case failed. 
When Mrs. McCauley had recovered 
from the nervous prostration she went to 
another part of the city with her chil­ 
dren, and haB since lived in retirement 
with friends.

L o n do n, February 25.—Letters from 
missionaries, dated Zanzibar, January 
24th, have been received in this city. 
They give details of the third revolt in 
Uganda. It appears that King Kiwews, 
who was raised to the throne after the 
overthrow of his brother, Kiug Mwanga, 
tried to poison his Arab supporters, 
but the plot failed. He then in­ 
vited three of them 
to a pri­ 
vate audience. At a signal from 
the King they were seized, and the King 
Bpeared two of them and was in the act 
of spearing the other, when the Arab 
managed to free himself from the grasp 
of his cantors and fired at the King, who 
fled. King Kiwewa has since been try­ 
ing to induce the Christian chiefs to 
assist him in regaining the throne, upon 
which, after his flight, the Arabs 
placed Kalema, 
a sou of Mu- 
tesas. The letters confirm the report 
that an English missionary named Brooks 
has been murdered. The missionaries 
at Lake Tanganyika report that there is 
ample evidence that wholesale slaughter 
d enslavement of the natives is pro­ 
ceeding in the direction of Tippoo Tib’s 
district. In Nyangwe district there are 
rumors that Stanley is there collecting 
men to make a hi k war on the tribes to 
the northward, but this is considered 
doubtful. 
M exican s Uobbert of W ater. 
El Paso, Tex., February 25.—A report 
to the Mexican Secretary of Foreign Re­ 
lations, made by the Mexican Consul 
Escobar, of this city, on the effects of 
certain irrigation measures now pending 
at Washington, has just been made pub­ 
lic. The Consul says that the taking of 
water from the Rio Grande in New Mex­ 
ico for the Jornade D»1 Muerto and El 
Paso Canal 
Company will result 
in the decadence and ruin of Mex­ 
ican towns along livers whose only 
industry is farming by irrigation with 
water from the Rio Grande. He sayB if 
each measures are put io operation by 
the United States, the water of the river 
will be entirely consumed in New Mex 
ico, and his people will be deprived of 
any for their use. He claims that Mex­ 
ico has the first right to that water, and 
asks that strong measures he taken by 
his country to prevent such an injury to 
its frontier towns.

Express says: Last week in London the 
average price of English wheat fell to 
31s., owing to the faot that the greater 
portion tendered by farmers was of poor 
quality.

plosion occnrred in a squib factory at 
Plymouth. Niue girls were burned to 
death and thirteen seriously injured. 
L a t e r.— It is now reported that nine 
women and two boys were killed. The 
cause of the explosion is not learned. 
Everything about the scene of the wreck 
is confusion and excitement. 
a n o t h e r a c co u n t. 
W il k e s iia r r e, Pa., February 25.—A 
terrible disaster occurred at Plymouth, a 
few miles from here, by which th» souls 
of ten girls and one man were hurled into 
etern’tv. Back of the Gaylord shaft 
stood the factory of John Powell, used 
tor the manufacture of the squibs used by 
miners in looseniug the coul in mines. 
The factory employed eighty-four girls, 
ranging from 12 to 20 vears old, and 
several male workmen. While the ma­ 
jority of the girls were at their homeB 
eating lunch, people were startled by the 
deafening thunders of a terrific explosion. 
They rushed terror-stricken to the 
doors aud windows, and in the 
distance saw clouds of smoke ascending 
from the squib factory. Soon a large 
crowd had gathered around it and women 
began wringing their hands and men 
turned away from the sight presented 
when the charred body of a young girl 
was seen lying in one of tho rooms, and 
the fact became known that at least 
twenty persons were in the bnilding at 
the time of the explosion eating their 
noonday lunch. The scene was fraught 
with terror as the girls, some of them 
bleeding, others gasping for a few breaths 
of fresh air. ruBhed to the windows and 
screamed frantically for help. 
MINERS TO THE RESCUE. 
About this time a dozen miners from 
he adjoining colliery came upon the 
scene, and as Boon as they saw the 
bleeding forms of the girls calling for 
aid, they rushed towards the building in 
a body, but fate prevented their proferred 
succor. As soon as they stepped near 
the door another terrific explosion took 
place, and the entire building collapsed, 
burying in the ruins the forms that, a 
moment before, had stood 
cry­ 
ing 
for 
assistance. The 
brave 
men w'hen the smoke and fiyiDg 
debris had settled. rushed among 
the ruins, and, one‘by one, the bodies 
were taken out, charred beyond recog­ 
nition, bleediDg and mangled. As 
mothers saw and recognized Eome fa­ 
miliar token or piece of dress by which 
they could tell their loved ones, the 
scene was one that represented the ex­ 
treme throeB of sorrow aud destruction. 
The bodies, as fast as they were taken 
out, were removed to an undertaking 
establishment, where they were placed 
in a row. Their features were so badly 
mutilated that they were scarcely recog- 
nizablo. 
THE NAMES OF THE VICTIMS. 
The killed, so far as known, are Kate 
Jones, aged 18; Maggie Lynch, aged 21; 
Hattie Jones, aged Id; Gladdia Reese, 
aged 15; Mary Walters, aged 17; Maggie 
Richards, aged 17; Mary A. Lake, aged 
17; Ruth Powell, aged 19; Esther Pow­ 
ell, aged 22; Jane Ann Thomas, aged 16; 
Charlotte Humphreys, aged 17. John 
Powell, the proprietor, was badly injured. 
Business in the town of Plymouth is at 
a standstill and a deathlike pall hangs 
over the community. Several kegs of 
powder caused the explosion, but how 
they were exploded is yet a mystery. 
At the main entrance the remains of 
five girls were found. They must evi 
dently have made an effort to get out 
after the first explosion, but were caught 
in the debris before they coaid reach the 
uoor. Not one was recognizable. Some 
had their heads blown off, others their 
arms, and the majority were minas both 
legs and arms. 
The arrival of the relations of the tleacl 
added confusion to the scene. Their 
cries were heartrending. What made it 
more pathetic was the fact that mothers 
aud sisters were unable to recognize 
their dead. 
After working for hours, the rescuers 
succeeded in getting out all the remains, 
which consisted of trunks, arms, legs and 
skulls. Every one in the building at the 
time of the explosion perished, with the 
exception of Foreman Reese. He was 
standing at a stove when the first explo­ 
sion took place. He rushed for the aoor 
to notify the girls, when the second ex­ 
plosion knocked him down in the base­ 
ment. He managed to crawl out of thiB 
place. 
The cause of the explosion is a mys­ 
tery. Reese says that squibs piled in a 
box must have exploded from spontan­ 
eous combustion. He says he never 
allowed any large quantity of powder in 
the building. When powder was wanted 
it was taken from a magazine 100 yards 
away. 
Experts, however, claim* that 
there must have been powder in the 
building or the force of the explosion 
would not have been so great. There 
were three stoveB in the building. It is 
stated that on several occasions the girls, 
in order to have a little fun, would place 
powder on the stove, “just to see it 
shoot off.” 
Another theory advanced for the ex­ 
plosion is that a pot of sulphur on the 
stove which was used to dip the squibs 
into, must have boiled over und ignited 
some loose powder which fired the kegs. 
The scenes around the undertaker’s 
establishment, where the bodies of the 
victims were taken, were heartrending. 
Eleven bodies lay there, headless, arm­ 
less and legless. From pieces of the 
scorched clothing and small buttons the 
victims were identified.

As the hour of 2 o’clock ap­ 
proached the streets began to fill up, and 
Pennsylvania avenue was soon thronged 
with thousands anxious to participate in 
the farewell dem onstration of the Presi 
dent-elect. At 2 o’clock sharp, Governor 
Hovey and Mayor Denny drew up in 
front of the Harrison residence, behind a 
pair of large white horses drawing a 
handsome carriage. General Harrison 
m et them at the door and cordially shook 
hands. 
The 
ceremony was entirely 
informal. 
Governor Hovey said they had come to 
perform the very pleasant duty of escort 
ing the General to the station on his 
eventful trip to W ashington. 
A crowd

sidewalk and in the yard, watching the 
departure of the distinguished party.

L o n d o n, February 25.—In the Com­ 
mons, this afternoon, Morley moved the 
adoption of an am endm ent to the address 
in reply to the Queen’s speech condemn­ 
ing tbe adm inistration in Ireland as 
harsh, unjust and oppressive, and askiDg 
that measures to content the Irish and 
re-establish a real union of Great Britain 
and Ireland be adopted. 
Morley asked 
why, if the condition of Ireland was bet­ 
ter, as claimed by the Government, pro­ 
ceedings against Irish members of the 
House of Commons were more frequent. 
These proceedings to him seemed a sign 
of alarm and dismay instead of confi­ 
dence. 
Morley strongly condemned the sin­ 
gular lack of prudence, foresight and care 
that had been shown by the A dm inistra­ 
tion in Ireland 
during the last few 
months. The tim e was swiftly coming 
when an irresistible appeal would ascend 
from the nation, asking her Majesty to 
recur to the sense of the people, so they 
might decide the great issues now divid­ 
ing the Government and the Opposition. 
Tim Opposition required the fullest ex- 
dariation regarding tha employment of 
H sh 
magistrates, 
Crown 
solicitors 
and 
the 
police 
in 
framing 
the 
Times 
case. 
They 
demanded 
to 
know why documents were handed 
to the Times for the purpose of a plot to 
which it might be proved that the Gov­ 
ernm ent had infatnatedly become dupes 
and accessories. 
Referring to the case 
oí Father M cFadden, Morley said Bal­ 
four had adm itted that the police had 
tactically erred in arresting the priest. 
Balfour had sent a doctor to O’Brien for 
the sake of the credit of the gov­ 
ernm ent, and not on the ground of 
humanity. 
He quoted from a speech 
in which Balfour had said that he did 
not think he bhould allow O'Brien to 
ruin his constitution for the purpose of 
injuring the government. 
Balfour had 
asserted that he (Balfour) had no power 
to relax the prison rules, but he did re­ 
lax them in the cases of the Catholic 
clergvmen for fear of wounding or insult­ 
ing the religious Eentiment of tho people.

Balfour 
twitted Morley with alluding to the Par­ 
nell Commission and ignoring the most 
horrible charges of cruelty, inhum anity 
and cynical savageness with which his 
(Balfour’s) wastebasket had been flooded 
during recess. 
Poyeibly, it began to 
dawn upon the m inds of the Opposition 
that they had been duped in imaginary 
reports concerning 
the

O ’Brien. 
(Cries of “ Oh, oh.” ) 
He ad­ 
mitted that the prison rules had been re­ 
laxed in the cases of the prieBts, but tho 
House knew he had always been doubt­ 
ful w hether, in relaxing the rules, he 
was not straining the Crimes Act. 
Balfour defended the treatm ent of the 
prisoners under the Crimes act.

As a 
m atter of fact, be bad never been 
naturalized, but had merely taken out 
his first papers, those of declaration of 
intention to become a citizen. These had 
been properly entered on the records 
on the 6th of last September. 
The 
requisite leDgtb of time bad not passed 
for the completion of the naturalization. 
In addition to the perjury of false regis­ 
tration and the crime of illegal voting on 
the registry thus obtained, Cohn alFo 
voted in the wrong precinct, as by his 
residence be should have cast his vote in 
Precinct A of the Seventh W ard. 
Cohn was arrested yesterday by Detec­ 
tives McCarthy and Marsh, who had the 
m atter in hand. 
He keeps a grocery 
store on Vine street and has been a resi­ 
dent of the city for several years. 
On being asked about the m atter he 
practically adm itted the whole charge, 
but claimed that be was ignorant of the 
requirements of the law in the matter. 
He speaks the language very well and 
has been living in the country since
